WOULD  BE  TRANSPORTING  THE  DOG  ON  BEHALF  OF  THE  OWNER  AND  THAT  THE 
OWNER  WOULD  BE  FOLLOWING  THEM  TO  THE  HOSPITAL.     OFC.   LAREM  AND  OFC. 
RODRIGUEZ  TRANSPORTED  THE  DOG  TO  DUPAGE  ANIMAL  HOSPITAL  IN  ELMHURST 
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DUE  TO  THE  DOG  BEING  INJURED  AND  CONTINUING  TO  GROWL  AND  STONE 
FOLLOWED  THEM  THERE.    OFC .    LAREM  TURNED  THE  DOG  OVER  TO  STONE   IN  THE 
PARKING  LOT  AND  SHE  ENTERED  THE  BUILDING  TO  HAVE  THE  DOG  TREATED. 

I  THEN  SPOKE  WITH  THE  ORIGINAL  COMPLAINANT,    KEN  E LAZIER,    WHO  ADVISED 
THAT  HE  HAD  WRITTEN  DOWN  EVERYTHING  THAT  HE  SAW  HAPPEN  AND  HANDED  IT 
OVER  TO  ME.      HE  STATED  THAT  PREVIOUS  TO  CALLING  THE  POLICE,    HE  HAD 
ATTEMPTED  TO  ASSIST  THE  CHILDREN  AND  THE  DOG  JUMPED  AT  HIM .

ANTIBIOTICS  AND  PAIN  MEDICINE.      SHE  STATED  THAT  SHE  WAS  INSTRUCTED  TO 
BRING  THE  DOG  BACK  TODAY  TO  SEE  ABOUT  POSSIBLY  REMOVING  THE  BULLET  AS 
THEY  BELIEVED  IT  WAS  POSSIBLY  LODGED  SOMEWHERE  IN  THE  DOGS  NECK.  SHE 
STATED  THAT  THE  ANIMAL  HOSPITAL  GAVE  HER  NO  PAPERWORK  AND  HAD  NOT  MADE 
HER  PAY,   BUT  HAD  SAID  THEY  WOULD  BE  CONTACTING  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 
AND  HER  THE  FOLLOWING  DAY. 

I  ASKED  STONE  WHERE  SHE  WAS  WHEN  THE  INCIDENT  OCCURRED  AND  SHE  STATED 
THE  FOLLOWING.      SHE  WAS  UPSTAIRS  IN  THE  RESIDENCE  AND  THE  KIDS  HAD 
ASKED  IF  THEY  COULD  GO  OUTSIDE.      SHE  TOLD  THEM  THAT  WAS  OKAY,    BUT  THEY 
WERE  TO  STAY  ON  THE  FRONT  PORCH  AND  PLAY  WITH  THEIR  CHALK  AND  WOULD  BE 
BROUGHT  BACK  INSIDE  IF  THEY  LEFT  THE  PORCH.      SHE  STATED  SHE  HAD  THE 
SHOWER  RUNNING  AND  WAS  CLEANING  BUT  WAS  CHECKING  ON  THE  KIDS  OFTEN. 
SHE  STATED  SHE  DID  NOT  KNOW  THAT  THE  DOG  HAD  GOTTEN  OUT  OF  THE  HOUSE 
BUT  BELIEVED  THAT  IT  PROBABLY  RAN  OUT  WHILE  THE  KIDS  WERE  GOING  IN  AND 
OUT  THE  FRONT  DOOR.      SHE   STATED  THAT  SHE  HEARD  A  NOISE,    BUT  DID  NOT 
RECOGNIZE  IT  AS  A  GUNSHOT.      SHE  ONLY  REALIZED  SOMETHING  HAD  HAPPENED 
WHEN  SHE  HEARD  THE  KIDS  SCREAMING  AT  THE  FRONT  DOOR.
